The call for 
unity transcended not merely denom- 
inationalism but nationalism. If it 
were right for Knox to organize his 
church for the sake of Scotland, tt 
could not be wrong for them today to 
organize the United Church for the 
cuke of Canada, but at the same time 
he wished to point out the danger of 
over-emphasis in nationalism. 
Leave Nothing Out. 

“Yoday we have transcended the 
creeds,” continued Dr. Endicott 
llowever good the old Westminster 
confession might have been, for in- 
siance, it was better today in the 
Lasis of union than ever before, They 
had not taken out a_ single thing 
whieh ought to be in. If they had to 
choose between the past and the fu- 
ture, they always would choose the 
future. Their fathers were not a bit 
more important than their children, 

“We have made a great beginning, 
but no more,” concluded the speaker. 
“tet us see that the principles which 
brought us together shall keep us 
together and make this movement tri- 
umphant to the ends of whe earth.” 

Vigures which will be presented to 
the general council give an approxim- 
ate membership for tHe United 
Chureh of 692.838, made up of 12,220 
Congregationalists, 414,047 Methodists 
und 266,1]1 Presbyterians These are 
comprised in 174 Congregational 
churches, 4,7%7 Methodist and 8,885 
Presbyterian churches. Ministers en- 
tering the new chureh are given us 
8.819 being 85 Congregationalists, 
£,065 Methodists and 1,669 Presbyter- 
fans. Adding 648 misionaries, there 
is a total ministerial force of 4,467, 
he total Presbyterian imembership 
was given as $74,951, of whom 108,- 
£40 had voted against union. 

Consider Business, 

The General council, which meets 
tomorrow, for business sessions, in 
Metropolitan church, will be asked to 
appoint a special committee to recom- 
ment a method by which the various 
departments shall be carried on. 
These departments include home and 
foreign missions, women's missionary 
societies, social service, Sunday school 
work and young people's societies, 
education and cellege, finance ani 
publications. A recommendation also 
will be made that a commission be 
appointed to consider the permanent 
organization of the United Church and 
its general council, thelr boards and 
cominittees to report at the first gen. 
eral counci! or at the second council, 
two years hence.

NEVER CLAIMED — 
WRANGEL ISLAND 


Commander of North Expedi- 
tion Misled by Steffansson 
Say Crawford’s Parents. 


ACTS PROMPTLY 


Premier King Suggests Erec- 
tion of Suitable Memorial—

OTTAWA, June 10.—(By Canadian 
Press)—The ill-fated Wrangel expe- 
dition which tnvolved the death of 
Allan Crawford, the 20-year-old com- 
mmander, was discussed in the House 
of Commons tonight when the Hon. 
Charles Stewart, minister of the in- 
terior, made a statement to the house 
respecting the government's associa- 
tion with the expedition. 

The minister first read a letter from 


Professor Crawford of the Ontario 
College of Education, Toronto, in 


which Professor Crawford asked the 
minister to make it clear in any state- 
ment that he might make to the 
house that his son, Allan Crawford, 
had been persuaded by Mr. Steffan- 
sson, organizer of the expedition, that 
the British government had a claim 
to Wrangei Island and would back his 
expedition if they raised the British 
flag there. His son's patriotism had 
been appealed to and he died in the 
belief that he was dying for the em- 


pire. 
Statement to Make 
Mr. Stewart then made a statement 
in which he reviewed the circurm- 


stances of Mr Steffansson's endeavor! 


to secure Wrangel Island, according 
to his own statement, for the British 
crown In 1921, the Canadian gov- 
ernment took no part in the expedi- 
tion nor did not give any encourage- 
ment to Mr. Steffansson. 

In 1922, Mr, Steffansson appealed 
to the government for money -to or- 
ganize a relief expedition. The gov- 
ernment advanced $38,000 for this 
purpose, and in August, 1922, the ship 
went north, but was obliged to return 
on account of ice conditions. In 1928, 
the Harold Noice expedition went to 
Wrangell without government assist- 
ance and discovered that none of the 
party except the Eskimo seamstress had 
survived. In 1924, the governinent 
advanced to Steffansson $700 travel- 
ling expenses in order that he might 
put his claim for Wrangell Island for 
the empire before the imperial gov- 
ernment. The British government did 
not accept the offer, and in July, 1924, 
the Canadian government deciared 
that the view taken by the imperial 
authorities as to the undesirability of 
establishing a claim to Wrangel Is- 
land was shared by it. Mr. Stewart 
added to his statement that Mr. Stef- 
fansson had assured “him several 
times that the party could live off 
the country at Wrangel. 

Acted Promptly 

Premier King said that the mo- 
ment the government's attention was 
drawn to the fact that a young Cana- 
dian's life was in danger in the north 
country, there was no hesitation in 
granting money for the relief expedt- 
tion. Allan Crawford's parents were 
convinced that the gevernment did 
not neglect to act promptly. 

Mr. King read a ietter from Mrs, 
Crawford, stating that Mr. Steffan- 
sson had told her thet the first relief 
expedition did not reach Wrange! be- 
cause the government had delayed in 
granting the money and the ship de- 
partied a month too late. This, how- 
ever, said Mrs. Crawford in her letter, 
had been denied by Captain Bernard, 
in a signed statement. 

Premier King said that there was no 
doubt that Allan Crawford had been 
actuated by the highest motives. He 
suggested that the herolam of this 
young man.and his companions should 
be commemorated by the plactng of 
a tablet or something of that nature 
at some suitable place.

THE TRIAL COAL SHIPMENT. 


The official formalities are said to have been 
completed in connection with the proposed trial 
rhipment of Alberta coal to Ontario under the 
seven dollar experimental freight rate, That in 
itself does not mean that the shipments will start 
automatically, now or any time. Some time ago 
the Ontario Government issued a statement ex 
plaining what it would und would not do to 
facilitate the trade. The Government would not, 
it was stated, either buy Alberta coal for re-sale 
or guarantee payment for coal ordered from Al 
Lerta mines. Dealers and consumers were invited 
to file orders with the Ontario fuel controller for 
coal from whatever Alberta mine théy preferred 
The Government. would undertake out 
these orders and forward them in batches, thus 
enabling the mine operators to make up carloads 
destined for points in Ontario 

The actual making of the experiment seems 

‘herefore to depend upon the Ontario fuel dealers 
and householders. Whether and io what extent 
they order eoal will determine how useful or 
useless the trial will be as a test of the prac- 
ticability of supplying the fuel requirements of 
that province from Alberta mines. If coal is order- 
ed in sufficient quantity a brisk trade will de- 
velop. Otherwise the efforts made by the Gdv- 
ernments of the two provinces, and the money 
posted by the Federal Government as a guarantee 
to the railways against loss in handling the coal 
at the reduced rate, will be in vain. 
_ It is pertinent to note that Alberta’s rivals in 
Ontario have not been neglecting the situation, 
vor ignoring the wisdom of filling up all the bins 
they could before the Alberta arrangement came 
into effect. The Pennsylvania operators are pusl: 
ing business in that province as usual, and perhaps 
with more than usual energy. And many of the 
widely circulating newspapers of the provinee 
have for weeks been carrying large advertise- 
iments for Welsh coal. These advertisements are 
inserted by dealers who have laid in large stocks 
in advance and are anxious to eapture trade 
hefore the western competitor gets into the field. 
It will be no fault of these rivals if orders enough 
can be got to make the shipments from Alberta 
large enough to be important in themselves or 
conclusive as to the feasibility of building up a 
regular trade.
